SECRETARY'S VISIT TO NATO TO ASSIST IN PREPARATIONS FOR YOUR VISIT 
TO NATO, WE DESCRIBE IN THIS PAPER THE MOOD OF THE ALLIES 
AND THEMES AND ISSUES YOU SHOULD COVER IN YOUR MEETING WITH 
THE COUNCIL.

INTRODUCTION: YOUR VISIT TO NATO PROVIDES AN OPPORTUNITY 
TO DEMONSTRATE TO ALLIED REPRESENTATIVES, THEIR GOVERNMENTS, 
AND THE WESTERN EUROPEAN MEDIA THE ADMINISTRATION S CON- 
TINUING COMMITMENT TO CONSULTATIONS ON ISSUES CENTRAL TO 
EAST- WEST RELATIONS. YOU WILL FIND THE ALLIES IN A 
QUESTIONING MOOD, EAGER TO LEARN ABOUT THE SUBSTANCE OF 
YOUR PROSPECTIVE DISCUSSIONS WITH SOVIET LEADERS AND 
ANXIOUS, ABOVE ALL, TO BE REASSURED ABOUT THE ADMINIS- 
TRATION'S SENSITIVITY TO ALLIED CONCERNS. ADMINISTRATION'S 
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INITIATIVES IN THE FOREIGN AFFAIRS FIELD HAVE LEFT 
WESTERN EUROPE SOMEWHAT BREATHLESS AND OFF BALANCE. 

OUR ALLIES ARE UNCERTAIN AS YET ABOUT THE SCOPE OF US 
OBJECTIVES IN EAST- WEST RELATIONS AND THE DETAILS OF 
US PLANS FOR WORKING TOWARD THESE OBJECTIVES. THUS, 

YOU CAN PROVIDE FURTHER ASSURANCES OF INTENT TO CONSULT, 

AS US PLANS ARE DEVELOPED, IN LINE WITH VICE-PRESIDENT 
MONDALE'S JANUARY PLEDGE TO THE COUNCIL. SPECIFICALLY, WE 
BELIEVE YOU SHOULD DESCRIBE IN SOME DETAIL THE GENERAL 
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US APPROACH TO RELATIONS WITH THE SOVIET UNION, OUTLINE 
THR PROGRAM FOR DISCUSSIONS IN MOSCOW, AND COVER A RANGE 
OF QUESTIONS ON SALT, ARMS CONTROL, HUMAN RIGHTS, AND 
OTHER ISSUES LISTED BELOW. THE MESSAGE WE BELIEVE YOU 
SHOULD LEAVE WITH THE ALLIES IS THAT WE SEE THEM AS ACTIVE 
PARTICIPANTS IN OUR COMMON ENDEAVORS TO ACHEIVE MEANINGFUL 
LIMITATIONS ON STRATEGIC AND OTHER WEAPONS, TO FOSTER

1 . THE ALLIES WILL WARMLY WELCOME YOUR VISIT TO NATO 
HEADQUARTERS AND WILL APPRECIATE YOUR READINESS TO 
REVIEW WITH THEM THE ADMINISTRATION S PLANS FOR DIS- 
CUSSIONS WITH THE SOVIETS— BEFORE YOU PROCEED TO MOSCOW. 

FOR THE SMALLER ALLIES, YOUR VISIT TO NATO HEADQUARTERS 
WILL BE ESPECIALLY SIGNIFICANT, SINCE IT WILL PROVIDE A 
SENSE OF DIRECT CONTACT, THROUGH THEIR REPRESENTATIVES 
HERE, WITH THE NEW AMERICAN SECRETARY OF STATE. YOUR 
MEETING WITH THE COUNCIL, TWO MONTHS AFTER PRESIDENT 
CARTER'S INAUGURATION, WILL ALSO SIGNIFY THE 
IMPORTANCE THE US ATTACHES TO CONSULTATIONS WITH OUR 
ALLIES AS AN INTEGRAL ELEMENT OF OUR 

RELATIONS WITH THE EAST AND EFFORTS TO LIMIT AND REDUCE 
STRATEGIC ARMS COMPETITION. IT WILL FURTHER SYMBOLIZE

AFFIRMATION THAT HUMAN RIGHTS WILL BE A SALIENT A FEATURE 
OF OUR FOREIGN POLICY. THE ALLIES ARE DELIGHTED, AND 
EVEN EXHILARATED, WITH THE LEADERSHIP THE NEW 
ADMINISTRATION HAS DEMONSTRATED. BUT THEY HAVE NOT YET

UNDER THE NEW ADMINISTRATION. VICE-PRESIDENT MONDALE'S 
VISIT, ASSISTANT SECRETARY ATHERTON S MARCH 1 1 BRIEFING 
ON YOUR TRIP TO THE MIDDLE EAST, A FULL REPORT ON 
AMBASSADOR YOUNG S TRIP TO AFRICA, BILATERAL CONSULTATIONS
